1. OVER PAST WEEK, FLN PARTY ORGANS HAVE CRITICIZED RESULTS OF LAGOS

PRESIDENT CARTER CERTAINLY DID NOT MINCE WORDS, BUT THIS PROFESSION 
OF FAITH IS IN NO WAY SURPRISING, ESPECIALLY SINCE IT COMMITS 

NEITHER GOVERNMENT NOR COUNTRY OF UNCLE SAM TO ANYTHING.... PARSI- 
MONIOUS ATTITUDE OF WESTERN EUROPE AND U.S.... WAS ONCE MORE FLAG- 
RANTLY FLAUNTED. AT LEAST IN EYES OF PROGRESSIVE STATES, LAGOS 
CONFERENCE COULD HAVE DONE WITHOUT SONOROUS SPEECHES OF FRENCH, 
WEST GERMANS, BRITISH, AND AMERICANS (ALL ALLIED IN SACRED CAUSE

IMPERIALIST STATES, WHOSE REPS AT LAGOS CONFERENCE CRIED CROCODILE 
TEARS OVER VICTIMS OF APARTHEID EVEN THOUGH THEIR COUNTRIES BEAR 
ENTIRE RESPONSIBILITY FOR SITUATION. WESTERN STATES HAVE UP TO NOW 
SHOWN NO READINESS - EVEN VERBALLY - TO TRAKE DECISIVE MEASURES
